“The brighter the better ” is our 
garden motto, and so scarlets, greens, blues 
and tangerines can al] assemble on the lawn 
without any fear of ‘‘ clashing.” 


Painting WickereWork. 


Wicker work responds especially well to 
vivid colourings. Dry cleanliness is the only 
preparation necessary for this branch of 
decoration. Clean off the furniture so that 
no possible -greasiness, remains. A little 
ammonia in the cleansing water will help. 

When dry rub over with fine emery pfiper 
to give a “tooth” ío the new paint, and 
then, armed with a good, medium-sized 
brush, fire away! ts people show 
a very real knowledge of our cfishate by 
adding a coat of good, clear varnish when 
the coat of paint is fully dry. 

Just for fun I painted one chair with the 
left overs from aJl the tins I could find—the 
seat was green, the legs all differed, one 
being black, another blue, the third scarlet, 
and the fourth tangerine. The result, if 
bizarre, was decidedly gay. You'd be quite 
surprised at the number of garden visitors 
who said they would copy the idea—that I 
conclude is the proof of the success of my 
rainbow chair. 


“ Honest-to-Goodness’’ Butter Sauce. 


Talking of the garden reminds me! I 
suppose you know that new potatoes are 
already .on sale. don’t know of any 
sweeter vegetable when properly cooked and 
served very hat with butter sauce, , 

Very terrible are some of the efforts served 
under the. protection ofthe title, .‘‘ Butter 
Sauce.”” Since new potatoes are still de- 
cidedly a delicacy and an extravagance, then 
surely we must not grudge them the ac- 
companiment of an honest-to-goodness butter 
sauce. 

The best recipe I know of is simply to 
mix one ounce of flour and butter thoroughly, 
dilute with one pint of salted boiling water. 
stir briskly, but do not allow to boil. Add 
the yolks of as many egzs as your con- 
science (or pocket) will allow—say. two—a 
section of lemon, 2 ozs. of butter, and, if pro- 
curable, a dash of fresh cream. Serve hot, 
but do not allow it to boil. This, as I 
said, is an honest-to-goodness butter sauce ! 


Mustard and Cress, 


My sole attempt at Easter gardening was 
the setting of cress seeds. Mustard and 
cress fresh from the garden make delicious 
and economical afternoon tea sandwiches, so 
why not grcw your own? Scatter the seeds 
on the earth in a corner of your garden, and 
cover with glass or a sack until the little 
leaves appear. I always sow the cress at 
least a week before the mustard, as it seems 
to grow much more slowly. 

One of my sincerest. reasons for welcoming 
the springtime is that it marks the passing 
of those dreadful winter curtains which so 
many people think indispensable. I admit, 
of course, that they are ‘comfy’? when 
drawn to hide sleet, rain, and “snow in the 
depth of winter, but on all other occasions 
I think they are terribly depressing. 

One discovery I have made seems to soften 
my heart a liltle towards them—that is, 
that ‘the laundries are so well equipped now 
that they cam wash even the heaviest chenille 
curtains for a small price and return them 
good as new, whereas having the same 
curtains “‘cleaned’’- comes very expensive.

TINNED ARTIFICIAL SILK. 


,*% 
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A process for. weighting cellulose acetate 
artificial silk with tin has been patented, as 
a result. of which, it will be possible to iron 
the artificial silk fabric with a much hotter 
iron than can at present be used; and one 
of the greatest drawbacks to this type of 
fabric will thus be surmounted. Hitherto the 
material has tended to melt when a hot iron 
was used. In addition, a new range of dyes 
and colours wil! be, made available, as the 
weighted: material possesses an affinity for 
numerous dyes which were difficult to use 
with the unweighted material. 

The loading of real silk with tin has been 
a practice for many years, the weight of tin 
in the finished material frequently amounting 
to fifty per cent. of the weight of the fabric 
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Wash cut-glass articles in warm soda 
water, well lathered with soap, but do not 
rinse them. Put them in a tub or zine bath 
and cover with clean, dry sawdust. Leave 
for 24 or 36 hours, then take them out and 
polish with soft ‘cloths. They will look 
brilliant.

Many varieties of dumplings can be made 

from the following foundation dough :-—Sift 
together two cupfuls of flour, four teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder and three-quarters of á 
teaspoonful of salt. Rub in two tablespoonfuls 
of fat, then add 3-cup of milk, gradually, and 
turn on to a floured board! knead lightly 
until smooth. ) 
_ Cretst DUMPLINGS, WITH ‘Tomato Sauct.— 
When mixing the dry ingredients of the dough 
add two tablespoontuls of grated cheese. Roil 
out the dough j-inch thick, and cut into 
squares. Put a teaspoonful of gtated cheese in 
the middle of each; pinch the*corners together 
tightly and steam over a rich ‘tomato satce for 
ten minutes. Serve with the sauce and 
garnish with watercress. 

Damsox Dumpiincs.—Roll out the dough 
g-!nch thick and cut into 3-inch squares. Place 
a tablespoonful of damson jam on each, fold, 
pinch the corners together and steam for ten 
minutes, These dumplings are particularly 
good served with roast duck or roast mutton. 

Mint Dumpcttncs.—Mix 2 tablespoonfuls 
of freshly chopped mirit with the dry in- 
gredients of the dough. Cut into 35. inch 
squares, fil] with mint jelly, pinch the edges 
together, drop into boiling water and cook 
for ten minutes. These dumplings make 
an excellent addition to roast Jam», although 
they can, of course, he served with any other 
dish, or as a separate course. 

CRANBERRY DuMPLING.— Prepare the dough 
and cut into 4 inch squares. On each of 
these place a tablespoonfn!l of thé fruit 
drained from its juice. Einch up the ‘eor- 
ners. Drop into the boiling sauce and cook 
for 15 minutes. To make the sauce: Use 
ó cupfuls of water, 2 cupfuls of cranberries. 
and 1 cupful of.sugar. Boil till the ber- 
ries burst and thicken the liquid. 

Another dough can be made in the fol- 
lowing manner :—Beat: one egg until “ite is 
light and frothy with 4 cup of water. Stir 
this quickly into 2 cups of flour sifted with 
4 teaspoonfuls of baking powder and 4 tea- 
spoonful of salt to form an elastic dough.

Its peculiar property cf 
refreshing the palate is taken advantage of 
by leading tea-tasters and wine-tasters to 
help them to judge expertly between the 
samples they have before them, 

Hors d'’awurres, as a rule, contain an 
olive, but this is not the Queen Olive. 
Another type, more suited to the purpose, 
is the Manzanilla which, as sold by the 
leading pure food firms, is stuffed with a roll 
of pimientv, a Spanish red pepper with a 
mild and slightly ° sweetish taste. The 
Manzanilla is also served in salads and, when 
crushed, in sandwiches.

A Ghost at Adare. 


A correspondent writes:—You referred 
lately in your paper to ‘‘ Sweet Adare,” 
the residence of Lord Dunraven, mention- 
ing the remains of ecclesiastical buildings 
found there.

Hockey in Dublin. 


Of all the games played by Dubliners 
of both sexes, that which has grown most 
popular during the last few years is un- 
doubtedly hockey. Numerous clubs have 
sprung into existence within the last 
three or four years, and the. Leagues, 
formerly Senior, Middle and Junior, 
have had to be subdivided to cope with 
the increased number of entrants. 

Besides the old school clubs, such as 
Alexandra, Muckross, and Wesley, there 
are the College clubs, private clubs, and 
clubs formed by the banks, Civil Service 
and Railway Union. Dublin has a great 
advantage for hockey playersin the number 
of fields available near the city. Groups 
of hockey fields are to be found at 
Kimmage and Sandymount, both of 
which places are easily reached by ’bus 
and tram, but. so great is the demand for 
fields that many elubs have to co as far 
as Crumlin and Cabra to procure a 
ground.

| Girls in Scandinavia. 


I read in the papers lately, apropos of 
the Royal wedding at Oslo, how, in the 
Scandinavian countries, every girl receives 
a thorough training in domestic economy, 
so that when she marries she is already 
an experienced housewife.

Kither domestic 
economy is not featured sufficiently for 
girls, or they do not take to it as kindly 
as the blonde, Northern maidens.

A 
servant may be able to cook tolerably, or 
do housework, but seldom is she able to 
put a stitch in a garment. And frequently 
one sees poor women who certainly cannot 
afford to buy things for their expected 
infants, and yet are not capable of making 
the simplest of baby clothes.

SOUNDING TITLES WITH 


‘NO WORK ATTACHED. 


— — - 
SURVIVALS OF THE PAST, 
boss 
(By S. STEWART DEWDEN.,) 


In the British Empire there are many 
high offices with titles attaching to them 
that would make many boys gasp in awe. 
Yet that is about all that remains to the 
offices. For instance, two distinguished 
officers were recently appointed Admirals 
of the United Kingdom. For a great 
maritime nation the titles suggest very 
onercus and responsible duties; in fact, 
there is little to do. The officés have been 
retained ag a matter of State convenience. 
Certain traditional emoluments are 
attached, amounting to little more than 
three hundred pounds a year in each 
instance. Therefore, the appointments 
7 a convenient way of rewardiny 
v*Hant officers when the usual routine and 
regulations might make it difficult. 

ngland has retained the title of 
Steward of the Chiltern Hundreds for a 
similar reason, except that no pension is 
attached. Doubtless, many of those who 
have applied for, and received, the 
appointment have wished that there were. 
The hamlets which are ineluded in the 
title of the ‘* Hundreds’? would nowadays 
strongly resent any interference by the 
men who become Stewards. Yet, as no 
man can be a Member of Parliament and 
a Steward of the Chiltern Hundreds at 
the same time, the title-without-duties has 
been retained as providing a means of 
escape from Westminster. 


MODERN USE. 


Revolutionary or unromantic people have 
frequently urged that all such seemingly 
useless titles should be swept away. They 
forget that, even in an old office where 
the work is obsolete, the holder is often 
able to render very useful service. 

For instance, duriny the stirring days 
of the Elizabethan sea the office of 
Lord W arden of the ( lige Ports Was a 
position of importance. Ivery ono of the 
five ports, and also the group of smaller 
towns. called ‘‘ limbs,’’ had to provide 
ships and men for Queen Elizabeth, and 
the Lord Warden, as the poet Campbell 
has shown, virtually held the English 
Channel against all comers. ‘To-day he 
has nothing to do with ships or men. 
Distinguished sailors, such as the late 
Lord Brassey, and famous statesmen have 
filled the office in our time. They used 
it to create a smart society in the coast 
towns and thereby to help these British 
resorts to fight foreigu competition. 


ROYAL STEWARDS. 


\ few towns still enjoy the ancient 
privilege of having Lord Stewards or 
Lord High Stewards. These also are 
offices with no work attaching tothem ; but 
they are by no means ornamental or 
superfluous. The. Prince of Wales is 
titular Lord Steward of two muntict- 
palities, and, by virtue of his office, has 
tuken a keen interest in their progress. 
King Edward, when Prince of Wales, 
stood’ in the same relationship to 
Plymouth, and his services to that port 
were so highly appreciated that the towns- 
people dedicated a stained glass window 
to him in his litetime. 

Of course there are many of these 
ancient offices which have no duties and 
in which the holders can '. nothing. Two 
very popular veteran peers aiv Admirals. 
The titles date back to the days when 
their ancestors really had to take a vital 
part in looking after the east and north- 
east coasts. ‘To-day they have absolutely 
nothing to do with the Admiralty, and 
do not get a chance to wear the uniform 
even if they wished. The Lord Barons of 
the Cinque Ports are chosen from loca! 
citizens and wear some of the most 
gorgeous robes known to British 
pageantry. ‘Their one remaining duty 1s 
to attend the ancient Courts of Brother- 
hood and Guestling and to hold the canopy 
over the Sovereign at a Coronation. 

The Champion of England remains an 
hereditary title jealously guarded by a 
Gloucestershire family, but it as no 
longer necessary for the Champion to 
challenge to combat anyone who should 
question the right of kings. Few of these 
wholly empty titles have survived = in 
yeality. There are stil) many offices 
without the special work for which thev 
were created, but the holders have found 
alternative «duties which are of real 
service to the community.

The prevalence of scarlatina and diph- 
theria in Cork during the past few years 
has taxed severely the financial resources 
of the Cork Fever Hospital, and the bank 
overdraft now amounts to over £2,000. 
Hospitals, to a very large extent, are 
dependent on the generosity of their pay- 
ing patients. But this is not sufhcient 
to meet even current expenses. At the 
last monthly meeting of the hospital the 
Matron, Miss McCullagh, was forced to 
point out the difficulties that sometimes 
are experienced in obtaining payment 
from the patients. i | 
Mr. P. Daly. who presided, said that 
the matter required immediate and serious 
attention, as the general public seemed to 
be under the erroneous impression that 
they could enter public hospitals, and get 
even exceptional treatment free of charge. 
To meet the case, Mr. Brady has sug- 
vested that the hospital authorities should 
from the clergymen of the 
parishes the positions of the 
harge according to their 


ascertain 
various 
patients and 
means. 

The authorities of public hospitals are 
not inclined to be severe on patients who 
ure not in position to pay for treatment ; 
but, dependent as they are, under present 
conditions, on insufficient voluntary con- 
tributions. they are forced to demand some 
financial return for the services rendered. 
Those who can afford to do so should not 
refuse to contribute towards the cost 0 
treatment.

A marked contrast 1s offered by 
Harry Kernoff’s “ Mascarade’’ (221), on the 
wall directly opposite Lady Butler’s painting. 
It is typical of the ultra-modern school, and 
the effect is bizarre in the extreme. 

There 1s a delightful group on the left in 
this gallery. Many will he fascinated by 
“ Evening Star’’ (142), by W. H. Clarkson, 
a painting of rocky heights, the hidden 
depths between them being rendered all the 
more mysterious by the soft lights out of the 
west. There are a couple of very interesting 
paintings by J. H. Humbert Craig in close 
proximity.

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FREE STATE EGG 
TRADE. 


THE NEW REGULATIONS 


MARKINGS FOR EXPORT, 
a 


Attention is directed to certain features in 
new and additional regulations receutly made 
by the Minister for Agriculture in relation to 
the export and home trade in eggs. 

THE MARKING OF EGGS. 

On and after the 15th instant eggs intended 
for export from registered premises to Great 
Britain or Northern Ireland will require to 
he marked with a design including the words 
‘Trish Free State,” and otherwise conform 
ing in all respects with the pattern shown 
in the regulations. Trade eggs and preserved 
eggs likewise exported from registered pre- 
mises must bear additional marks. he 
warking with an indication of origin of eggs 
exported by parcels post or for hatching pur- 
poses is subject only to the British regula- 
tions which will be in force on and after 
the 2lst instant—that is, such indication must 
be marked on the shell of each such egg 
conspicuously and durably in ink in letters 
not less than two millimeters in height 
hefore admission of such eggs into Great 
Britain or Northern lreland will be allowed. 

It is recommended, however, for the sake 
of uniformity, and in order to obviate any 
risk of delay or inconvenience, that the 
marking with an indication of origin on such 
eggs should be the same as in the case of 
eggs sent from registered premises. 

Eggs intended for sale in the Saorstat, or 
eggs consigned to foreign countries after 
transit through Great Britain or Northern 
Ireland or by way of transhipment, will not 
he required to be marked, 
PROTECTION FROM CONTAMINATION. 

1—All stores, whofesale premises, or retail] 
pene, such as shops, in which eggs are 
cept must be cool, dry, well ventilated, and 
so situated and used that the eggs shall not 
be exposed to contamination of any sort. 

2—Lggs in course of packing or transport, 
and packages of eggs during transport, must 
be adequately protected at all times from 
contamination of any sort and from adverse 
weather conditions, 

3—Packing materials used must be clean, 
dry, and free frorn objectionable odour. 

An effect of these requirements is that 
vehicles used for the carriage of eggs, or 
packages of eggs to markets, etc., must be 
protected by an efficient covering against wet 
weather. 

ITINERANT COLLECTION OF EGGS. 

All registered exporters and all collectors 
and dealers, whether registered exporters or 
not, will require to have the words, “' for col. 
lection only,” plainly burned and stamped, or 
stencilled in block letters at least three inches 
in height, on the packages used for the 
itinerant collection of eggs at markets or 
elsewhere. 

Persons infringing the regulations are liable 
to prosecution and. penalty. 


OFFICERS OF TAXES. 


CIVIL SERVANTS AND THE 
SUATE: 


Mr. A. P. Connolly, President, proposed 
the toast of “Our Country” at the dinner 
of the Association of Officers cf Taxes, at 
which he presided, in the Shelbourne Hotel, 
Dublin, last Saturday night. When the 
impartial historian came to chronicle the 
events of the past half-dozen vears it would 
be found, said Mr. Connolly, that the part 
taken by civil servants during that period, 
while not spectacular, had contributed to the 
present satisfactory condition of the Trish 
Free State.  (Applause.) The Free State 
Government had not to establish a new civil 
service, but took over a smooth-running and 
eficient machine, and during all their 
troubles the Government had not to give the 
same aitention to the civil servants as to 
some other officers. 

‘We have made many representations to 
our own Government from time to time,” 
he went on, ' and knowing full well that 
I am venturing on dangerous ground, I 
suggest that the great bulk of Irish civil 
servants have been sadly disappointed with 
the Irish Free State Government.” (Hear, 
hear, and applause.) There should, he said, 
be willingness to see the point of a civil 
servant's case, and not the attitude of a lion 
on the leash, ready tu jump on the weak 
point in his case, as the attitude was at 
present. 


SUPPORTERS OF THE STATE. 

The civil servants had to make the best of 
a very difficult situation, but he did think 
that they would come through; for the over- 
whelming majority of their people were as 
true supporters of the Irish Free State 
Government as was any other class of citizen, 
and that fact must be manifest. They were 
not concerned with politics, and whatever 
crisis might happen in this country, be it 
industrial or even political, the Irish civil 
servant always had been on the side of law 
and order. (Hear, hear, and applause.) He 
made bold to suggest to his fellow- 
countrymen that they should, right away, 
proceed to forget Elizabeth, Cromwell, the 
Boyne, ‘98,’ 1916 and 1922. There were 
many kindler and sweeter things to remem 
ber than the sad. and mournful past. Let 
them earnestly unite to their best for the 
future peace and prosperity, which was long 
due to. this afflicted country. (Applause.) 

Mr; A. McF. Kelly, in proposing the toast 
oi “The Association,’’ referred to the value 
of that body to its members, and to the work 
which it was endeavouring to perform. He 
sald that that Association had given an ex- 
cellent. example to others in tackling thei: 
peculiar problems. It was unfortunately the 
case that at present there were gentlemen 
eccupying Ministerial positions who did not 
realise the value of the work done by those 
who were assisting in the Government of 
Ireland—the civil servants; but he was not 
without hope that the civil servants would 
receive better consideration in the future. 

Mr. M. J. Geoghegan. in responding, de- 
plored the small and inadequate salary which 
he said 75 per ceut. of the civil servants at 
present received.

COUNTY WEXEORD 
FARMER’S DEATH. 


CHARGE AGAINST DUBLIN 
CATTLE DEALER, 


-_——o 


Last Saturday evening, Dr. W. C 
Coroner for North ‘exford, pe pe 
inquest on the body of John Gahan, Bally- 
carrigeen, Ferns, County Wexford, The 
deceased man, who was a prosperous farmer 
and cattle dealer, was son of Mr. James 
Gahan, Tobergal, and nephew of Mr. Matthew 
Gahan, of Messrs. M, and J. Gahan, cattle 
salesmen, of Tobergal, County Wexford, and 
Liverpool. He was 28 years of age, and 
ves & young widow and three children. 
It appears that John Gahan left his house 
last Thursday evening to visit friends in the 
neighbourhood. He was then in his usual 
robust health. In the early hours of Friday 
morning he was brought home in an un- 
conscious condition, and was put to bed. 
Edward Gahan, his brother, called to John’s 
house at 8 a.m. last Friday to bring him to 
Ferns fair. Edward saw John in , and 
thought that he was asleep, but did not think 
that he was ill, and did not waken him. Later 
on his family became alarmed at his condi- 
tion, and sent a message to Dr. P. D. Murphy, 
Enniscorthy. Dr. Murphy found Gahan un- 
conscious, and Gahan died twenty minutes 
afterwards. 
BROTHER'S EVIDENCE. 

Edward Gahan, Tobergal, farmer, identified 
the remains of his brother, John, whom he 
last saw alive at 8 a.m. on Friday, when he 
intended to "ring him to Ferns fair. 
Witness thought that he was asleep, but did 
not think that he was ill. 

Superintendent Walsh said that he under- 
& Mr. Bolger, solicitor, represented Mr. 
Callaghan, who was with the deceased man 
some time prior to his death. 

Mr. J. J. Bolger, solicitor, said that Mr. 

Callaghan already had made a statement to 
the police. and he did not think there was 
anything further he could offer that day. 
' Dr. P. D. Murphy stated that he was sent 
for at about 11.30 a.m. on Friday to attend 
the deceased man. He saw John Gahan in 
Ballycarrigeen about 12.35. He was 
then unconscious, and only lived 
for twenty minutes afterwards. Witness was 
present when he died. Witness examined 
him and found no external marks of injury, 
except a cut on the left side of the upper 
lip and a cut on the gum of the upper jaw. 

Soroner—These were only trivial injuries, 
and would not have any bearing on the cause 
of death? 

Dr. Murphy—They would not be sufficient 
to cause death. He had discolouration at 
the back of the left ear. I made a post- 
mortem examination with Dr. Bowen. 

SKULL FRACTURED. 

I found a fracture of the skull, about 1; 
inches long, above the left ear, with 
hemorrhage on to the brain, and some 
hemorrhage into the external tissues over 
the site of fracture. The lungs, heart and 
_abdominal organs were normal. The cause 
of death was shock and hemorrhage, follow- 
ing fracture of the skull. 

‘oroner—What would be the nature of the 
injury that caused the fracture? 

Vitness—Direct violence; a direct blow or 
stroke. i 

Superintendent Walsh—Could the injury 
have heen caused by a fall? 

Witness—Yes. It would want to be a 
heavy fall, with an impact against some- 
thing. 

Superintendent—Would it be caused by 
falling back — Not, by falling back. It would 
want to be a fall from full height, directly 
down. It must have heen a blow or a fall 
on that particular spot to cause the fracture. 

Superintendent—Can you give any opinion 
as to how the injuries to the front of the 
face were caused ?—QOnly by either a blow or 
by falling against something. 

Dr. W. H. Bowen, Enniscorthy, corrobo- 
rated, and added that the fracture was caused 
either by a blow with something blunt or a 
fall against something blunt. 

The Coroner then adjourned the inquest to 
April 27 next owing to the proceedings likely 
to be brought in another Court. He added 
that they could not separate without ex- 
pressing in the@trongest possible manner 
their sympathy with the Gahans in the unfor- 
tunate tragedy. 

Mr. Bolger, solicitor, said that on behalf 
of Mr. Callaghan and on his own behalf he 
would like to tender sympathy with the 
widow and father and uncle of the deceased 
man. He knew Mr. Gahan all his lifetime, 
and Mr. Callaghan also knew Mr. Gahan for 
many vears, and had heen associated with 
Mr. Gahan in business. It was a most regret- 
ful and unfortunate occurrence. 

Superintendent Walsh and Mr. Hall, fore- 
man of the jury, also joined in the expressions 
of sympathy. 

A SPECIAL COURT. 

At a special court before Mr. Thomas 
McCarthy, Peace Commissioner, at the Civic 
Guard barrack, Enniscorthy, last Saturday 
might, Edward Callaghan, cattle dealer, 27 
Rathdown road, Dublin, was charged with 
" that he did, on April Sth, at Clondaw, Co.

Gahan.’ 

Superintendent N. Walsh, Enniscorthy, 
seve Mr. J. J. Bolger, solicitor, 
f{nniscorthy, appeared for the accused man. 

Sergeant Scanlan, Civic Guard, Ferns, 
stated that he arrested the defendant at the 
Enniscorthy barrack that day. Deferdant 
made no statement. Witness applied for a 
remand to the next District Court at Ennis- 
corthy. 

Mr. Bolger applied for release of 
defendant on bail.

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A BOON TO BANK 
CUSTOMERS. 
a wean 
‘‘ NIGHT SAFES ” INSTALLED 
IN DUBLIN. 

Some months ago the National Bank in- 
stalled a “Night Safe '' in its branch at the 
corner of Cavendish row and Parnell street, 
Dublin, and it is proposed to instal similar 
safes in other branches. 

Viewed from the street this tvpe of safe 
is seen as a bronze panel, not unlike a closed 
Jetter-box of unusually elaborate design. The 
customer who wishes to make a deposit afte. 
hanking hours is provided with a key, with 
which he uniocks a small door in the panel. 
Through this he drops a wallet containing 
his lodgment of cash and cheques, whereupon 
the daor closes, and locks automatically, and 
the wallet and its contents instantly travel 
down a chute into the safe. 

The device is so constructed that the 
wallet deposited by one customer has passed 
into safety before a subsequent deposit can 
he accepted. Each wallet bears a number, 
and is provided with a special key, which is 
aained by the customer; it can only 
be opened by the customer or his 
authorised representative who attends at the 
bank next day, unlocks the wallet, and 
lodges its contents in the customary manner. 
Needless to say, the safe is fire and thiel 
proof. 

IN BANK OF IRELAND ALSO. 

This device has now been adopted by the 
Bank of Ireland also, and will shortly be 
installed at its branches in O'Connell street, 
Dublin, and Royal Avenue, Belfast. 

The night safe will confer a boon, not 
only upon private individuals, but especially 
upon traders of all kinds, managers of 
theatres, cinemas, and restaurants, and trea- 
surers of churches, clubs and other institu- 
tions who are obliged to retain in their 
possession overnight or during week-ends 
and bank holidays considerable sums of 
money under conditions which very often 
invite the risk of loss through fire or bur- 
glary, to say nothing of robbery with 
violence. 

The new service; which will be available 
at all hours of the night, will relieve such 
bank customers of the anxiety which usually 
accompanies the custody of large sums of 
money in such circumstances. 


BUILDING TRADE DISPUTE

LAND ANNUITIES. 


MR. DE VALERA AND 
HIS POLICY.

MOTION TO BE TABLED 
IN THE DAIL, 


—_—_——_-o—__-_-— 


_ Mr. de Valera, at Ennis yesterday, out- 

lined at a public meeting his policy in 
conncetion with land annuities. He 
claimed that this policy should have 
the support of al] parties, of all sections 
of the community. The farmer must 
continue to pay his annuities, but those 
annuities should be retained in the Free 
State Exchequer for national purposes, 
and should not be transmitted to Eng- 
land; they belonged to Ireland. 

By the Act of 1920, which was in actual 
operation, and was on the Statute Book 
before the Treaty, interest and sinking 
fund in respect of land stock were to 
be paid out of the British Exchequer, 
and when the Treaty was signed that 
obligation was an imperial one. 

MINISTERS’ STATEMENTS. 

A campaign of misrepresentation had 
been set afoot as to the attempt of the 
Fianna Fail Party on this matter. The 
Free State Minister for Justice had said 
that it was an entirely dishonest policy 
to spread, that the people who advanced 
the money for Irish land purchase were 
not entitled to be paid. No such doctrine 
had ever been advanced by the Fianna 
Fail Party, and Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney 
knew it well. 

The Minister for Agriculture had accused 
them of preaching ombunlaaens, and others 
had suggested that they were telling the 
people not to pay their just debts. All 
that abuse was merely for the purpose of 
throwing dust in the eyes of the public, 
and had no basis in fact. 

Tiey were telling the farmer that he 
must pay his annuities to the Irish 
Exchequer, but the money should not go 
beyond that, because it was the legal 
property of the Irish Exchequer. 

AN IMPERIAL LIABILITY. 

When the former Jandlords failed to get 
the rents that they had been receiving as 
the descendants of Cromwellian and 
Williamite soldiers, the State, which was 
then the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, issued land stock, got the 
money to buy out the landlords, and then 
started to recoup itself by getting 
annuities from the farmers. But the 
farmers had no contract with the stock- 
holders, and had nothing to say to them. 

The British Government had since 
definitely undertaken the liability to meet 
the interest on the land stock and provide 
for the sinking fund, and when Article 5 
of the Treaty was signed that was an 
imperial liability. 

THE RETENTION OF THE MONEY. 

The farmer might, perhaps, say that so 
long as he had to pay the annuities it 
would be little difference to whom he paid 
them, but the retention of three millions 
a year in the country would be of vital 
importance to the whole community. Out 
of it substantial relief could be given to 
the agricultural industry. A big step 
could be taken annually in the solution of 
the housing problem, in the relief of un- 
employment, and so on. 

The only explanation that he could sug- 
gest for the opposition to the policy of 
retaining the annuities in the country was 
that some of the Free State Ministers 
must have come to a private understanding 
with their mentors across the water when 
they went over to fix the boundary agree- 
ment. According to memoirs published 
recently, some gentlemen that they met in 
England had acted as mentors, and told 
the Free State Ministers how they should 
act in order to beat the Republicans and 
so On. 

“THE BIG NOUGHT.” 

First those mentors told them to go 
back to Ireland and te]l the people that 
they had got a big nought and would have 
nothing to pay. The Free State Ministers 
came back and told them that story. 
Then those Ministers were hurried by the 
English Ministers into signing what was 
called the ‘‘ ultimate financial settle- 
ment,’’ which was of such a character 
that it was kept hidden for nine months, 
so that the public would forget the selling 
of the North and the big nought. 

MOTION IN THE DAIL. 

But Mr. Blythe’s signature could not 
commit the nation to the payment of 
three millions or six millions. There was 
no Fe legal sanction for the despatch 
to England of the land annuities. By all 
means, they should pay their just debts, 
but they should not be so foolish as to 
pay these people’s debts. He asked his 
audience to rm the support of all their 
deputies, Cumann na nGaedheal and 
Labour, as well as Fianna Fail, for the 
motion which would be introduced in the 
Dail for the retention in the Irish Exche- 
quer of the Jand annuities. 

In other counties similar action should 
be taken, and, if it were, there would be 
some hope that Ireland’s interest would, 
in future, be adequately safeglarded. 
This was a non-party question. 

THE FISHERY DEPARTMENT. 

Mr. de Valera went on to draw atten- 
tion to the estimates for the Department 
of Fisheries. Last year the administra- 
tive expenses were £25,000 to spend 
£22000. This year salaries, travelling 
expenses, etc., were £28,000, as compared 
with £18,000 to be spent on the fishery 
industry. | 

This contrast drew from a man in the 
audience the remark: “That accounts for 
a civil bil] that I have in my pocket for 
£8 for an eel weir at Ruan.”’ 

Before closing his address Mr. de 
Valera referred to what he called the 
shameful way in which the Free State 
Government had kept in cold storage for 
the North Dublin election their references 
to the shooting of a juryman and the 
killing of a witness. Their reason, of 
course, was that their only chance of 
remaining in power was to create a certain 
amount of public panic at a suitable time. 

THE DUBLIN ARRESTS. | 

He denounced the system in Dublin of 
arresting and re-arresting Republicans, 
carting them about in lorries at night, 
taking them from their businesses and 
never bringing them to trial. Complaints 
had also been made in Clare as to the 
treatment of certain Republicans, but 
when a question was asked in the Dail 
about the matter the Minister for Justice 
wanted to know why the persons aggrieved 
did not take civil action. Those persons 
did not get their money as easily as Free 
State Ministers and could not afford to go 
from one court to another seeking 
elementary justice.

A memorial parade and Mass íor the late 
Field-Marshal Foch was held yesterday in 
Dublin, and the arrangementa were a credit 
to the British Legion in Ireland. 

At 9.45 a.m. the parade formed up in 
Middle Abbey street, and at 10.15 the pro- 
cession moved off, headed by the band of 
the Central Branch of the British Legion, and 
marched via Sackville street, Parnell street, 
and Marlborough street to the Pro-Cathedral. 
En route the band played ‘‘ Keep the Home 
Fires Burning” and the “ Marseillaise”’ 
alLernately, and opposite the Pro-Cathedral 
Ireland's Own Band, which accompanied the 
Northern Dublin contingent, played a funeral 
march. 

The celebrant of the Mass was the Rev. 
Father John Flood, Administrator. 

After the Mass the procession reformed 
and marched via Abbey street, Capel street, 
and Ormond quay to Bachelor’s Walk, where 
it dispersed.

THE BELGIAN. CONGO. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,--King Leopold 11. organised an inter- 
national conference in 1876 to co-ordinate the 
efforts of those who sought to explore and 
civilise Central Africa. The International Asso. 
ciation came into being as a result. It com- 
prised committees in several countries. The 
English committee withdrew at an early 
stage, while the French and German com. 
mittees soon became the purely national 
organisations which founded eventually the 
colonies of those Powers in Central and East 
Africa. Had the other committees chosen 
to act with the committee in Belgium, the 
Association would have remained a real inter- 
national organisation, but in fact it soon 
found itself merely composed of one com- 
mittee in Brussels and, at the same time, 
found its activities confined to the Congo 
Basin. Stanley’s second expedition, on 
behalf of the Belgian committee, started in 
1879 and, within five years, laid the founda- 
tions of the Congo Free State. King Leopold 
had spent large sums of money on African 
exploration before he became sovereign of 
the Congo Free State in 1885, and he con- 
tinued to bear enormous expenses for many 
years after, spending £40,000 yearly. Helped 
by the Belgian Anti-Slavery Society and by 
a £1,000,000 loan from the Belgian Govern- 
ment, the Free State waged a long and 
terrible war upon the Arab slavers who 
dominated Central Africa, finally defeating 
them in 1894. The State was then firmly 
established—a vast country, with ten or 
twelve million native inhabitants, administered 
by only 1,000 to 1,600 Europeans. More 
than half the civil service officials of all 
grades and army officers were Belgians, the 
remainder being Swedes, Italians, Swiss, 
Norwegians, Danes, Dutch, French and 
Luxembourgois. For example, of the magis 
trates spread throughout the whole country, 
thirty-five were Belgians and twenty-five 
were Italians, Norwegians and others. 

After 1892 all territory not already 
occupied by concessionary companies was 
reserved by the State itself, which 
monopolised the collectiou of rubber in those 
districts for its own benefit. Besides this 
Domain of the State there was a Domain 
of the Crown, -the private property of King 
Leopold. Thus a great part of the Congo 
became practically closed to outsiders, and 
that angered the Belgian and other conces- 
sionary companies and the individual traders 
who continued to work the free zone. There- 
in lies the root cause of the controversy 
about: ill treatment of natives. 

As a result of a report from the British 
Consul to the British Foreign Office, the 
sovereign appointed a commission of inquiry 
composed of three eminent jurisconsults, one 
Belgian, one Swiss and one Italian. The 
British Government concurred in regarding 
this commission as unquestionably impartial 
and competent. It had unlimited power to 
investigate and judge facts on the spot and 
to give such publicity to its sittings as it 
considered sw for the discovery of the 
truth.. The inquiry began in October, 1904. 
the commission visited every part of the 
Congo and especially investigated conditions 
in all rubber-producing districts. The report 
of the inquiry commission was published in 
November, 1905. In the course of a lengthy 
and exhaustive review it says that one point 
is beyond doubt—that the whites never in- 
flicted, or caused to have inflicted, either as 
punishment or for failure to perform work 
required of them, or for any other cause 
mutilations or such atrocities. ‘Facts o 
this kind were not established by any wit- 
ness, and, in spite of all our investigations, 
we have discovered none.” They found 
many things to criticise in the general 
administration, and more in the actions of 
concessionary companies, Following this 
report, a committee was appointed to draw 
up measures of reform on the lines indicated, 
and instructions were given to the Congo 
officials to carry them out thoroughly.—

TIPPERARY ROADS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—The South Tipperary County Council 
have demanded of the Government retrench- 
ment and economy, and more power to them; 
but, still and all, example 1s worth tons of 
advice. Why should they not start economy 
in their own dovecote? Over a year ago, in 
the local Press, I pointed out the waste of 
ratepayers’ money caused bv the inefficient 
manner in which steam-rolling is carried 
out. Jn all other countrics of the world, 
notably England and the United States (the 
posscssors to-day of the finest roads ever con- 
ceived by man) all scarify the old road 
surface before remetalling. Here we do noi, 
anl the old, familiar pot-holes start re- 
appearing within a month or two after 
repair. Someone in authority did read my 
letter, because to-day the scarifier, which 
used always to accompany the stcam-roller, 
but not for use—presumably to keep the 
roller from feeling lonely—no longer does so. 
I am prepared to lay a shade of odds that, 
if the South Tipperary County Council bring 
the scarifier into use, they will save half the 
Governor-General’s salary and those of quite 
a number of Senators thrown in. If the 
Council really think that they know more 
about road-making than the various road 
authorities in England and America, let them 
try a quarter-mile of main road and see 
whether they or the rest of the world is right 
—that is, if they are interested in economy. 
and are not merely shouting at the other 
fellow to do a thing which they have no 
intention of doing themselves.—Yours, etc.,

AUDIT. 


COUNCILLORS’ 
RATES. 

The report of the Free State Government 
Auditor, Mr. Francis McBernard, on a three 
years’ audit of the accounts of the Dundalk 
Urban Council, was read at a special meeting 
of the Council, and has been adjourned for 
furthe~ consideration. 

Allegations contained in the report are that 
some members of the Council do not pay their 
rates; that some have failed to pay their 
electric lighting accounts, and a surcharge 
amvunting to £1,198 has been made against 
the Town Clerk (Mr. Matthew Comerford) ; 
and the accountant (Miss Comerford), in con- 
nection with the defalcations of a former 
rate collector, the auditor stating that the 
officials named did not take proper means 
to check the accounts of the collector. Notice 
of appeal has been given against the sur- 
charge. 

The Auditor stales that the collection ol 
town rates continues to be very unsatisfactory, 
and the amount of arrears carried forward 
show that the collector has not given due 
diligence to the discharge of his duty. 
COUNCILLORS’ RATES. 

He proceeds:—‘* During my detailed ex- 
smination of the rate returns I noted that 
some of the members of the Council had 
actually to be sued in order to recover the 
rates due by them; while the arrears lists 
for 1928 contained the names of members who 
had failed to discharge their liabilities in 
respect of the 1927-28 rates, even at the close 
of the audit. A perusal of the current year's 
rate books indicated an extremely unsatis- 
factory position, showing that certain members 
—officials and employés of the Council, as well 
as othe: public officials—had not paid their 
rates as late as 3lst December, 1922. 

Proceeding to deal with the surcharge 
against the Town Clerk and Accountant, the 
auditor states that the sureties of the former 
rate collector had denied liability as the 
directions laid down by the Public Bodies 
Order with regard to the checking of the 
collector's accounts were not observed. ‘The 
system, in fact, adopted was of no practical 
value, and failed completely to effect the 
object intended by the. rules and orders de- 
vised for the protection of public funds. He 
had come to the conclusion that the loss was 
due to the negligence of the two officials 
named, and he surcharged them jointly and 
severally for the amount lost to the rates oi 
the town. 

RENT COLLECTIONS. 

The auditor described the collection of 
rents of the property owned by the Council 
us most unsatisfactory, and compared un- 
favourably with that of Drogheda, where 
there was only one collector, as against 
three in Dundalk. In Drogheda the rent 
arrears were nothing like those in Dundalk. 

Dealing with the financial position of the 
Demesne (land in the possession of the Urban 
Council) the auditor said that he noted that 
certain members of the Council had certain 
interests in transactions relating to the 
Demesne, and he pointed out that, apart 
from the undesirability of this, it was illegal 
for councillors to be concerned, either 
divectly or indirectly, in any bargain or con- 
tract with the Council.

| RAILWAY COMPANY 'S 
‘BUSES. 


OPPOSITION BY PRIVATE 
OWNERS. 

The Great Northern Railway Company 1s 
about to introduce ‘bus services to link up 
with the stations on its system in County 
Monaghan. Strong objection is taken by ‘bus 
owners in the Free State, and they have made 
representation to the public bodies in County 
Monaghan asking that the Minister tor 
Industry and Commerce should be iniormed 
that the existing ‘bus services are adequate. 

The Monaghan County Council discussed 
the matter, the Chairman, Senator Toail, 
pointing out that the railway company gave 
considerable employment and _ contributed 
£5,000 in rates to the county. Competition 
should not be stemmed. 

Mr. J. F. Smyth, solicitor, said that if the 
railway company put on the ‘buses it would 
put the private owners off the road and give 
the company a monopoly, to the disadvantage 
of the travelling public. 

A resolution was carried bv 16 votes to 10 
that the Minister should be informed that 
the present services were adequate, and that 
no further ‘buses should be allowed on the 
roads, 

Mr. McClean urged that a larger tax should 
be put on the ‘buses, stating that a big 
farmer who had to pay £100 in rates would 
not do as much injury to the roads in twelve 
months as the ‘huses would do in one week, 
and they had only £40 or £50 tax to pay.

WOOD FITTINGS USED FOR 
BONFIRE. 

Damage to private properties on an ex- 
tended scale by predatory youths was 
revealed at a special Court at Waterford last 
Saturday, when John McGrath, Martin 
Lanigan, John Walsh, all of Rathfadden 
Villas, and Michael Keating and Patrick 
Ryan, Yellow road, Waterford, were charged 
with committing malicious injury on the 
Bouchier estate. 

Superintendent Meehan, prosecuting, said 
that up to three months ago a caretaker was 
kept op the estate, but on his discharge 
several youngsters broke into the house, in 
which valuable furniture was stored, and 
made bonfires ot doors, wainscoting, ete, 
The damage done over a period of three 
weeks exceeded £25, and the conduct com 
plained of was scandalous. 

Mr. Lloyd Hutchinson, the Bouchier estate 
agent, gave evidence showing that the de- 
fendants, among others, had taken away 
wood from the stables and house and made 
bonfires in the neighbouring garden. A door, 
wainscoting, and half a gate entrance had 
heen torn away, and twenty-nine panes of 
glass broken. 

Except in the case of Lanigan, who seemed, 
the District Justice said, to be only a specta- 
tor, finés of 5s. and £1 compensation were 
ordered in each case.

NEW PLAYS AT THE ABBEY 
THEATRE. 


The Civil Service Dramatic Society lacks 
not courage—neither does it lack talent and 
experience. To attempt in the same evening 
the first production of a new three-act play 
by Bernard Duffy and a one-act play by 
Kugene O’Neil is verging upon that audacity 
which commands success. . Last night at the 
Abbey Theatre the Society produced for the 
first time on any stage, “ The Wagon and 
the Star,” by Bernard Duffy, and for the 
first time in Dublin, “The Dreamy Kid,” by 
Eugene O'Neill. A ‘full house ’’ assembled 
for the productions, and the efforts of the 
amateur company evoked enthusiastic ap- 
plause. Very great credit is due to Mr. 
Gabriel Fallon for the excellence of the acting 
and staging. 

In Eugene O’Neill’s ‘‘ The Dreamy Kid”’ 
is half an hour of what should be very tense 
drama, and with pruning it might give that 
tense feeling to an audience. As it stands, 
it is too verbose, and great moments are 
drowned ‘in a sea of words. . Mammy 
Saunders, an old negress, lies dying in her 
New York tenement, yearning for her grand- 
son Abe, who is known as ‘‘ The Dreamy 
- Kid.” Abe has committeed a murder, and is 
being pursued by the police. He comes to 
the room of his grandmother, is tracked by 
the police, and his efforts to speak to the 
dying woman and keep his eye on his pur- 
suers are certainly productive of one of 
O'Neill’s mind thrills. In Mr. Laurence 
Klyann ‘‘ The Dreamy Kid ” was splendidly 
impersonated, while the Misses Madeline Ross 
und Dorothy Day were excellent as the old 
woman and Ceely Ann. “The Dreamy Kid” 
could hardly have been more competently 
presented 

THE DUFFY PLAY. 

“The Wagon and the Star” is as far 
removed from ‘‘ The Dreary Kids” as is 
America from Ireland. In this play Mr. 
Duffy had the laudable ambition to cheer 
everyone up; the almost continuous. laughter 
last night may convince him that he has 
achieved it. While the play would not 
bear serious analysis, or even close examina- 
tion, either in theme or technique, its dia- 
logue is so filled with good things that the 
audience could not resist the laughter which 
the author “desired. In theme and _ tech- 
nique Mr. Duffy .faltered—there is philo- 
sophy in it; for he seems to ask, “ What 
is Success ’’—inasmuch as he did not de- 
termine whether to play all out for laughter 
or to try melodrama: The result is a mix- 
ture of both. 

“The ‘Wagon and the Star ” concerns two 
half-brothers, one of whom is so successful 
as to contemplate Parliamentary honours, 
and the other is a “star” performer in a 
company of ‘‘barn-stormers.’’ Ethel Pas- 
bury, excellently portrayed by Miss Mida 
O’Brien, is to be used to further her father’s 
plans by a marriage with Ernest Fosbrooke. 
Richard Pasbury, the ‘‘star,’’ comes with 
his wagon to his half-brother’s village, and 
visits his house. Corny Carolan, the owner 
of the show, is given £15 to depart without 
playing, but overhearing a conversation, 
Ethel learns that Richard is her uncle. She 
asks to be taken with the show, and when 
her Teguest is refused she follows it. She 
is taken into the company, as is also a 
young man whom’ she had met on the road 
on a walking tour.. The happy ending; the 
fall into. melodrama; and the great volume 
of laughter may be deduced easily from that. 

The company served Mr. Duffy excel- 
lently. Especially noteworthy were Messrs. 
MB, Al a. x Site as Carolan, and 
Arthur V. Healey, as Fosbrooke. Rarely 
have sich ripely humorous preformances as 
theirs been seew on a Dublin stage. The 
play was theirs, and they made the most 
of ‘their opportunities. The other mem- 
ic of the cast acquitted themselves very 
well. 

The plays will be repeated on next Sunday 
evening at the Abbey Theatre.

It must be the endeavour of the Irish 
farmer to win for eggs that are branded 
as Irish a reputation for -ggod quality. 
The segregation of Irish eggs may prove 
actually a blessing to the Irish egg trade. 
High - quality, quick transit to the 
market, clean. condition and good, pack- 
ing—these may render the mark “Irish 
Free State” a symbol to gratify the 
English housewife, and to ensure from 
the merchant a preferential price over 
eggs from other lands oversea. The Free 
State Department of Agriculture is play- 
ing its part to assist the accomplishment 
of such an aim. To its sagacious 
measures and firm action, and to the 
following of a cognate policy by the 
Agricultural Ministry of Northern 
Ireland, is due the relatively favourable 
position which has been recovered by 
Irish butter and eggs in the English 
market. The Free State Department, in 
publishing. the regulations for the mark- 
ing of eggs, announces also some well- 
considered regulations. All _ stores, 
wholesale premises or retail premises in 
which eggs are kept must be cool, dry, 
well ventilated and so used ‘that the eggs 
shall not be exposed to contamination of 
any sort. Eggs in course of packing or 
transport must be protected at all times 
from contamination and from adverse 
weather conditions. Packing materials 
must be clean, dry and free from 
objectionable odour. The strict enforce- 
ment of such rules may amount to what 
earlier generations would consider a State 
interference with private enterprise ; but 
Irish farmers have failed to evolve volun- 
tary organisations for the maintenance 
of quality and condition in the volume of 
national export. 


Aeroplanes for China. 


The news that the Chinese General, 
Chang Wei-chang, has flown three thousand 
miles in under thirty hours is a portent. 
The General, who used an American Ryan 
monoplane, such as that which was flown 
by Colonel Lindbergh on his trans-Atlantic 
flight, started from Canton, and flew to 
Hankow, thence. to Peking, Mukden, 
Tientsin and Shanghai, His machine was 
tended en route by Chinese mechanics, and 
when it arrived at Shanghai foreign experts 
declared that it was in perfect order. This 
achievement is certain to give a great 
impetus to flying in China. Hitherto 
aviation has made very little .progress in 
that part of the world, largely, no doubt, 
as a result of the almost incessant fighting 
in the country since the war. Ten years 
ago China bought six large Handley Page 
machines and some smaller training craft, 
while soon afterwards a loan was issued 
for the purchase of one hundred and fifty 
passenger aeroplanes, as well as a large 
quantity of spare parts, tools and various 
accessories. Two foreign experts were 
engaged, with thirty foreign riggers and 
engine fitters, under the command of a 
British aviation adviser and six pilots, all 
of whom had had distinguished records in 
‘the war. China thus had all the necessary 
material for the development of civil flying, 
but when the civil wars began the whole 
scheme fell through, and the loan of 
£1,800,000 remains unpaid. Considerable 
numbers of aeroplanes have been imported 
into China during the last five or six 
years, but they all have been for military 
purposes. General Chang Wei-chang, 
indeed, is virtually a pioneer in civil 
flying. No other country in the world 
offers greater opportunities for commercial 
aviation than China, Its distances are so 
enormous, and its means of communica- 
tion so scanty, that it provides an almost 
ideal ground for development; and, now 
that a start has been made, prompt and 
widespread progress is likely to follow. 
The journey which was covered by General 
Chang Wei-chang in about thirty hours 
would occupy something like twenty-two 
days by the ordinary Jand routes. Rail- 
ways and roads alike are dangerous for 
trafic, in consequence of the fact that 
the centre of China is infested by brigands 
and highwaymen, and the aeroplane offers 
a reasonably safe and speedy means of 
transport for valuable cargoes in small 
quantities. Germany has been quick 
to realise the chances that are being offered 
to foreign enterprise, and the Lufthansa 
Line is trying to extend its present air 
service between Berlin and Moscow as far 
as Nanking. Junkers’s agents are very 
active throughout China. They are doing 
their best to secure concessions from the 
Nanking Government, and are “ pushing ”’ 
the sale of their machines in business- 
like fashion. The Shanghaj Correspondent 
of The Times draws the attention of British 
manufacturers to this fact, with the hint 
that it is worthy of their consideration. 


Exploring the Sea.

The New Education. 

Nowadays most people take some interest 
in educational matters. The reports of 
teachers’ congresses are read by everybody, 
And the doctor, the leader of industry, the 
man of science and the psychologist all 
have advice to offer on the training of the 
young idea from infancy onward. This 
widespread interest and anxiety to help in 
education are very laudable, but much of 
the advice which is offered so freely is apt 
to produce a feeling of extreme difiidence 
and distrust in the unfortunate parent. 
In his young days “ psychology was not a 
word’ which often was’ in the mouths of 
schoolmasters; Dr. Freud and his peers 
were unknown to fame. Modern infants 
have the advantage of so much science 
that it seems inevitable that they. will be 
far wiser, more reasonable, and ‘happier 
than their elders. A great dea! depends, 
it was pointed out at a Conference on New 
Ideals in Education in Malvern on Friday, 
on the earliest influences. If lowd tones 
are used in addressing the baby he is 
likely to develop a noise complex, and, in 
after life, to become what in America is 
called a “bad mixer.” If a baby is 
‘dethroned’? from his cot by a newer 
baby, and if he ceases too suddenly to be 
the centre of attraction in the family, he 
is quite likely afterwards to develop homi- 
cidal tendencies. The modern parent is 
warned of these and of many other 
dangers. Unprogressive parents should 
find a dreadful example in Mr. Harry 
Graham’s rhymes of the result of an in- 
cipient noise complex in a father who con- 
signed his children to a watery grave on

A NEW COALITION? 
———_

Sonpay NÍIGHT, 

In political circles during the past few 
days there has been much talk regardmg 
a Conservative Coalition with the Liberals, 
but the great. majority of the party 18 
strongly opposed to any such move. Those 
who think that the Government situation 
can be saved by an eleventh our arrange- 
ment with the Liberals are regarded as 
defeatists by the others, and it is almost 
unnecessary to add that the members of 
the Government, as a whole, are opposed 
to Coalition with any party or cause. It 
is recalled in connection with the proposal 
that it was Mr. Baldwin who did as much 
as anybody to overthrow Mr. Lloyd George 
and his Coalition, and, therefore, 1 is 
regarded as highly improbable that he 
would make advances to restore an arrange- 
ment which he upset seven years 4x0. 
Another vital point is that Conservative 
members number two out of three of sitting 
members, while the Liberals are only a 
handful. The Conservatives would be 
called upon to make concessions which 
would be impossible, while the Liberals 
could offer none. 


The Liberals’: View. 


Then, again, talk has Leen revived as 
to a possible arrangement between Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald and Mr. Lloyd George 
in the event of the former's coming back 
with a weak majority. This story Is denied 
in the strongest terms, and Mr. Lloyd 
George yesterday said that he did not 
contemplate any kind of alliance. The 
Liberals were an independent party, and 
would make an independent fight. This 
is repeating what the Liberals have de- 
clared over and over again, that they will 
not enter into an alliance with anybody— 
that is to say, not until it is known what 
is the outcome of the general election, 
when, of course, circumstances may alter 
cases. 


Liberale and Socialists. 


It will be remembered in this connection 
that Mr. Lloyd George, when speaking at 
Yarmouth Liberal Conference, declared 
that he would never again put the 
Socialists in power on the same terms as 
in 1924. Should an opportunity occur, 1 
is possible that the Liberal terms will ha 
different to those of 1924, but that they 
will be acceptable to the Socialists. In 
the meanwhile there is to -c no alliance. 


The Badget. 


The satisfactory national balance-sheet 
has continued to inspire hopes during the 
past week that the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer will be able to submit a popular 
Budget, and it is rumoured that he has 
determined to-take full advantage of the 
promising outlock for the coming financial 
year. It is hinted that he may feel him- 
self in a position to do something for the 
lower middle classes in the reduction of 
income tax, and that some postal contes- 
sions will certainly be included in his 
statement. It is probable, however, that 
the Conservative platform will include con- 
siderable financial provision for the clear- 
ance of slums, and this Mr. Churchill will 
have to provide. Taken all round, 
politicians who usually are well informed 
do not incline to the opinion that the 
Chancellor will be in a position to dis- 
tribute much in the way of largesse to the 
taxpayer this year. 


Young Conservatives. 


While no fewer than fifty Conservative 
members are retiring from active political 
life at the clos» of the present Parlia- 
ment, a number of young men are coming 
forward to fill their places. They are 
generally of an excellent type, and much 
attention has been devoted of late t~ the 
ng fight being made in the East Enn 
y eight of them in Limehouse, Shore- 
ditch, Whitechapel, Mile End, Bow and 
Bromley, South Poplar, Bethnal Green, 
N.E., and Bethnal Green, S.W. Thev 
include the Hon. Evan Morgan, Mr. Loel 
Guinness, Colonel John Dodge, and Mr. 
Harold Gorst. Most of them live in their 
constituencies, and find no hardship too 
great to undergo for the sake of their 
cause. At the same time they have done 
an immense amount of good in working 
among the lads and boys of the East End 
and in training them in clean sport. 


Political Broadcasting. 


It was scarcely to be expected that the 
broadcasting arrangements made for 
speeches by representatives of the tliree 
great political parties would meet with 
general approval, and, therefore, it is not 
surprising that the Socialists have ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction. Mr. Macdonald 
is Of the opinion that the arrangements 
indicate what a frightful panic the Tory 
Government is in, and adds that his 
party had never agreed to the scheme pub- 
lished, and that it would like to know 
how it came to be announced. Mr. Mae- 
donald wants two chances to speak befois 
the election and two after, and is willing 
to give the othersside a better chance, 
provided the Socialist case can be put 
before the country. A decision whether 
the Socialists will join in the scheme will 
be reached on Wednesday. 


The King's Health. 


The King was able to spend nearly three 
hours in the bright sunshine yesterday at 
Craigweil House, and was out of doors for 
the longest period since he- has been at 
Bognor. The treatment administered to 
the King to-day by Dr. Howitt and Dr. 
Woods, the luminous rays expert, is for 
rheutnatism in the shoulder. The treat- 
ment is known as diathermy, and, 
according to medical dictionaries, this is 
defined as a process by which electric 
currents can be passed into the deeper 
parts of the body to produce internal 
warmth and relieve pain. The form of 
electricity used consists of high frequency 
oscillations produced by an apparatus 
developing some 500 or 800 volts, the rate 
of oscillation of the currents being more 
than a million a second. The current 
may be applied by bare electrodes grasped 
in each hand, or by sheets of metal applied 
firmly in direct contact with the skin, or 
covered with cloths saturated in brine.

NEWPAPER MEN UNDER FIRE. 

An insurgent ainman’s bomb fel] on 
the United States side of the intern«tional 
line, within fifty feet of the telegraph 
ofhce, which was filled with newspaper 
correspondents arid telegraphists. 

Fragments of the. bomb fell into the 
garden of a man named Charles Newton, 
slightly wounding him. The insurgents in 
the course of the afternoon made a second 
attack on the Federal trenches, but by 
then the Federals had been reinforced by 
¢20 soldiers, who had been released from 
internment at Fort Bliss,- Arizona, two 
days before; and the second attack, like 
the first, was repulsed; with much loss to 
the attackers.

General 
Topete once more promised to prevent a 
recurrence of the incidents complained of. 


AGROSS THE RORDER. 

At another time during the battle a 
United States cavalry patrol had to push 
back across the border a troop of General 
Yucupicio’s Indian cavalrv who were 
attacking the flank of the Federal posi- 
tion. 


REBELS REORGANISE. 

The insurgents in Chihuahua are re- 
organising their forces at Chihuahua City, 
after the disastrous defeats at Jimenez 
and La Reforma. They say that the 
turning-point in the battle. at Jimenez 
came when a Federal airman dropped a 
bomb on an ammunition train in the rear 
of the insurgents’ position. Thinking a 
new attack had been launched upon 
them, the insurgents broke in confusion, 
and General Escobar was forced to order a 
general retreat. 

The insurgents have 3,000 well-mounted 
men at Chihuahua. They are planning to 
loin General Topete’s forces in Sonora, 
but before that occurs it is probable that 
they will make a stand at Bachimba 
Pass.

AMERICAN SUGAR TARIFF.

DISCOVERY IN LONDON, 


Following the discovery on Saturday 
night that one mail bag in the French 
mail brought to Folkestone and Victoria 
from. Bouloghe appeared to have been 
tampered with, investigations are being 
made by the London Post Office Intelli- 
gence Department, in co-operation with 
Scotland Yard, and the French police 
have ‘been communicated with. 
When the mail reached the East 
Central Post Office in King Edward street, 
London, it was discovered that one of the 
bags was damaged. The fact that the 
cord round the neck appeared to have 
heen cut and re-tied suggested that it had 
been tampered with in transit. 

Should the information from France 
show that registered packets were in- 
cluded in the contents of the bag, the 


will be established, because no registered 
packets were found among the large bulk 
of correspondence in the damaged bag. 


FOURTH INVESTIGATION THIS 
YEAR. 


This is the fourth investigation in con- 
nection with mail bags that has occupied 
the Special Department of the. General 
Post Office this year. The first was on 
January 31, when a bag of seven regis- 
tered parcels, containing notes estimated 
at £15,500, was stolen from the sorting 
office at Mount Pleasant, London. On 
February 9 a mail bag containing fifty- 
four bankers’ packages was stolen on a 
London and North-Eastern Railway train 
between Hull and London; while on 
February 23 a number of registered 
letters disappeared from a mail bag 
during transit from Manchester to 
London. 

Recently questions were raised in the 
House of Commons with regard to mail 
thefts, and the Postmaster-General, Sir 
William Mitchell-Thomson, said that 
since January, 1925, there had been 109 
cases of thefts of mail bags. | 


THE SOUTHAMPTOM CASE. 

As recently as March ólst last a regis- 
tered packet, disappeared from a mail bag 
intended for shipment in the -Leviathan. 
The bag was included in a consignment 
on a train which left Waterloo Station 
at three o'clock in the morning and did 
not stop until it reached Southampton. 
The mails were in a special van, which 
was detached from the train at the station 
and shunted into the docks to the shed, 
alongside the Leviathan berth. 

There they remained until the postal 
officials arrived to superintend the trans- 
ference of the bags from -the shed to the 
ship. It was then discovered that one of 
the bags containing registered letters had 
been tampered with. Later it was found 
that a small bag contained in the larger 
one had been cut open and several regis 
tered letters taken. Scotland Yard and 


ment investigated the theft. 

Immediately the postal officials discovered 
on Saturday that the bag had been 
tampered with they communicated with 
the Scotland Yard authorities, who have 
since carried out their investigations in 
co-operation with the Post Office 
detectives.

Dr. Howitt and 
Dr. Woods, the ray experts, who had 
hitherto applied the ultra-violet ray and 
laminous ray treatment to the King, 
travelled down from London to Craigweil 
House, and applied the new treatment to 
His Majesty after lunch. 

It is hoped that this treatment will 
eliminate the trouble in the slfoulder, 
which was announced for the first time in 
the last bulletin issued from Craigweii 
House.

Marshal Pilsudski’s statement sur- 
passed in violence any oí his previous 
efíorts to such an extent that the publica- 
tion of the full text would be quite 
impossible. One of the mildest of his 
expressions was the characterisation of 
the members of the supreme tribunal as 
“dirty people.”’

The Diet, towards the close of a stormy 
session, 1n which it: severely censured the 
Government and only passed the Budget 
after making several cuts—which were 
restored by the Senate-—decided on March 
21 to impeach M. Czechowicz, the Finance 
Minister. i 

The ground for the impeachment was 
that. he had permitted the introduction 
into the Budget of extra expenditure not 
authorised by the Dict. 


MINISTER PRAISED. 


Marshal Pilsudski’s article consists. in 
the main,. .of -criticism of. the. last 
Budgetary session. It Jays emphasis, in 
the first place. upon the close collabora. 


Minister in-the former Cabinet, and M. 
Czechowicz, Minister of Finance, in 
matters concerning expenditure and 
investments, + which. served as a: pretext 
for the impeachment. 

The State tribunal, says the Marshal, 
has once more come into being to deal 
with M. Czechowicz, the most prudent of 
Finance Ministers in the handling of 
public moneys, who had the enduring dis- 
tinction of having put into order a fiscal 
‘system which he took over in a state of 
complete disorder. 

The Marshal next severely criticises the 
majority group in the Diet for its accusa- 
tions against the Goyerpment, and makes 
special mention of the Socialist deputy, 
Liberman, and the Radical Peasant Party 
deputy, Wyzxolenie Moznicki, the two 
principal accusers of M. Czechowicz. 


“BARRACK-ROOM STYLE.” 


Marshal Pilsudski expresses regret fhat 
a temporary illness should have prevented 
him from taking an active part in the de- 
bates, but he declares that, as during the 
past.few days he has been feeling more 
and more recovered, he has atanatnted the 
President of the Republic via nis desire 
to assuime direction of the Government, so 
as to protect Poland against the senseless 
consequences of the. activities of the Diet 
during the past budgetary session. . 

He refers, as an example, tc what he 
calls the illogical attitude of the Diet in 
impeaching a Finance: Minister, on. the 
one hand, and voting the Government's 
Budget, on the other. 

The, most striking quotations from this 
article. which is written. in an extremely 
rude-and barrack-room style, full of 
drastic denunciations, are as follows :— 

“I consider myself 
sponsible, as chief of a. former Cabinet, 
for exceeding the so-called budgetary law. 
Poland allowed the deputies of its first 
Diet,, the -so-called Sovereign Diet, to 
enjoy an atmosphere of impunity jor their 
high treason during the war, and for their 
paid espionage against the army, which 
was dying on the field for the sake of the 
country. 


MALICIOUS MONKEYS. 


“Tn the second Diet, which is composed 
half of deputies of the first Diet—which 
was a workshop of high treason—the 
deputies became accustomed to an 
atmosphere of such widespread corruption 
that sometimes the vote of the deputy did 
not cost more than 50 zlotys—about 22s. 
ne hundred and ten of these deputies: are 
in the present Diet. 

“T shall not forget the definition of the 


Diet, which was given to me by one of the 


most able Ministers,’ who compared ‘some 
of the deputies to a zoo, inhabited by 
malicious monkeys, which do not even try 
to appear human. One cannot expect 
honourable feelings from ‘monkeys. 

“Should I become Prime Minister, I 
declare openly that the State Tribunal will 
not dare to meet. The followers and 
henchmen-of some of the deputies should 
be chatised by flogging in the yard of the 
Diet.”’ 

Some of the expressions | 
Marshal Pilsudski concerning those with 
whom, he disagrees are couched mn such 
vehement and extraordinary terms. that 
they are virtually untranslatable. .

23 DEAD AND £1,000,000 
DAMAGE.

The death-roll of the floods has risen to 
twenty-three.

Kye-witnesses of the disaster in the 
Briseis Mine, where many persons were 
killed when the workings were over- 
whelmed by the floods, declare that a wall 
of water a hundred feet high swept 
through the township after the dam had 
burst. The water carried away the mine 
buildings and several houses, 

The Caseade River took a new course, 
and is now a hundred yards wide and 
eighty feet deep. 
ubove the normal level of the river were 
swept away. 

The number of missing in the Briseis 
Mine disaster is now given as fourtecn, 
not twenty-seyen as previously. A relief 
fund has been opened for the sufferers.

WIDE DIVERGENCE 
ANTICIPATED.

PARIS, Sunday. 

The discussions between Dr. Schacht and 
heads of the Allied Delegations continued 
yesterday, much time being given to 
examination of the French demands. As the 
result of the conversations of the last three 
days, Dr. Schacht is believed to have found 
that the total liability of Germany, as repre- 
sented by the sum of the separate Allied 
claims, is higher than he had expected, and 
would require annuities higher on the average 
than the 2,500,000,000 marks~ (£125,000,000) 
at present payable under the Dawes plan. 

This total would have been exceeded if the 
index of prosperity had come into play, bui 
the German Government has argued from the 
beginning that the prosperity index is not yet 
justified. : 

Although Dr. Schacht has not vet made 
any definite pronouncement, there. ure signs 
“that ‘the divergence between the Ailied claims 
and his eventual offer will be wide. 

It is expected that Dr. Schacht will seek 
to bring the Allied: claims down to the level 
of Mr. Owen Young's private memorandum. 
This would involve serious conceésions on

TWO THOUSAND DEATHS A 
YEAR. 
Fros REUTER $ CURKESPONDENT, 
PARIS, Sanday. 

The high mortality due to road accidents 
during the Easter holidays has led to the 
publication of statistics covering a number of 
vears. It is estimated that during the years 
1924 to 1927, inclusive, no less than 8,223 
persons met their deaths in road accidents, 
thus averaging more than 2,000 a year. 

The greatest number of accidents appear to 
happen in July, when families Jeave for their 
lolidays by road, and in October, when they 
are returning. ‘The lowest total is for 
February. 

There are naturally more accidents on Sun- 
days than on week days, and the mest fatal 
hour of the day seems to be 6 p.m., when 
everyone is. hurrying homeward. 

It is interesting to note that of the 8,225 
dead in four years 5,666 were pedestrians and 
only 2,557 motorists, although the pedestrians 
were held responsible for not more than 47 
per cent. of the aceidents.

‘The coffin is expected to 
reach Downside Abbey on Saturday morn- 
ing next.

In the presence of several high officials, 
both of the Vatican and of the Benedictine 
Order, with all the rites prescribed by 
the Order to which he belonged, Cardinal 
Gasquet’s body to-day was placed in its 
cofin, preparatory to starting on the 
journey to England on Wednesday. . 

The body, clad in violet robes and with 

a white mitre, was placed in the wooden 
cofin while prayers were recited by the 
parish priest of Santa Maria, in Traste- 
vere, in whose parish Cardinal Gasquet 
resided. Then the Pontifical Master of 
Ceremonies, Monsignor Calderari, read a 
parchment setting forth the chief points 
in the late Cardinal’s life, which was put 
into a leaden tube, and placed it in the 
coffin.

GREAT DEMONSTRATION IN 
ROME. 


FroM RevuTeR’s CORRESPONDENT: 
ROME, Sunday. 

Great enthusiasm reigned in Rome 
to-day, when eighty thousand former 
members of Alpine regiments from all 
parts of Italy paid homage to the Pope, 
King Victor and Signor Mussolini. 
Thousands of them were present early this 
morning at Mass, which was celebrated in 
St. Peter’s. The congregation included 
Marshal Caviglia and many prominent 
Fascists. 

Afterwards the Alpini assembled in full 
force in the square of St. Peter’s, sur- 
rounded by a large crowd of Roman 
citizens, and shortly after 8 o’clock the 
Pope appeared at the window of the 
Gobelins room in the Vatican Palace. For 
over ten minutes the Pope stood, waving 
his greetings, first with his hand and then 
with his hat, to the throng, who cheered 
him to the echo. 

Before retiring the Pope gave the Bene- 
diction, which was received by the crowd 
on its knees. 

Afterwards the Alpini, with their 
colours fiving, marched through the 
streets of the capital, singing war songs, 
amid the cheers of the citizens. They 
stopped before the tomb of the unknown 
soldier, and also in front of the Royal 
Palace and the Prime Minister's residence 
to salute the King and Signor Mussolini. 

The King, the Queen, the Crown Prince 
and the Princesses all appeared on the 
balcony of the Royal Palace to greet the 
Alpini. Finally, the great procession was 
briefly addressed by Signor Mussolini.

BIG DROP IN. GOODS 
TRAFFIC, 
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British railways carried 1,196,424 ,000 
passengers last year, or nearly 22,000,000 more 
than in 1927. Yet receipts from poeomnen 
showed a decrease on the year of £1,200,000. 
This indication of the efforts made by the 
railway companies to regain their lost traffic 
is given in the preliminary totals for the 
year 1928, issued on Saturday by the Ministry 
of Transport. “á 

The year was not a good one for British 
railwavs. — They made strenuous efforts to 
meet the difficulties with which they were 
faced, efforts which were supported by the 
whole staff of officials and workpeople by the 
acceptance of an all-round reduction of 24 per 
cent. in remuneration. The result, however, 
was a decrease in net profits of £1,900,000, 
despite economies achieved in expenditure of 
no less than £6,500,000. The totals for the

THE CHEAP FARES. 

Passengers were more numerous, but 
cheaper fares led to lower returns. The in- 
crease in numbers was, no doubt, due to the 
special facilities offered in the form of ex- 
cursions; for the regular traffic, evidenced in 
the sale of season tickets, dropped by 
£200,000; the tickets issued being 9,231 
down, at 784,560. The bulk of the drop was 
seen in the receipts from first-class tickets. 
In this connection, however, it is worth 
noting that workmen's tickets brought in a 
revenue of £4,000,000, or £200,000 more than 
in the previous. year.

Mr. Conlon—I am ready for you. 

Mr. Macklin again protested against Mr. 
Kelly’s statement that the Board of Health 
was not a respectable body. 

The Chairman intervened, stating that he 
thought Mr. Kelly did not intend the. state- 
ment in the way it was taken up. 

Mr. Kelly stated that it was not a personal 
matter. 

The Chairman said that things were ‘be- 
coming embarrassing, and he asked Mr. Kelly 
to keep to the subject matter under discus- 
sjon. 

Mr. Kelly said that he wanted to fight, his 
corner when he was attacked. 

The motion to purchase the dispensary resi- 
dence was defeated by 1B votes to 11. 

Mr. Kelly--That is a vote of censure on 
the Board of Health. 


“OBITUARY. 


MR. ROBERT H. BENSON, 


Mr. Robert Henry Benson, banker and art 
collector, died yesterday at his home, 
Waaepole House, Chiswick Hall, London, W., 
aged seventy-nine years. As the senior 
partner in the firm of Robert Benson and 
Company, Limited, merchant bankers, Old 
Broad street, Mr. Benson was well known 
in the banking world, but he was equally 
well known as an art collector. He was 
the owner of a valuable collection of pictures, 
chiefly of the early Italian period, and of 
early Chinese porcelain. Since 1912 he had 
served as a Trustee of the National Gallery, 
and was a member of the Council of the 
Royal College of Music. In his younger days

A HOSTILE RECEPTION, 


A party of eight men and two women, 
armed with large + gy to of pamphlets, 
alleged to. be “the Communist Party s 
message to the Forces,” met with a hostile 
reception at Aldershot on Saturday night.

BOY CRUSHED TO DEATH 
BY CRATE. 


REMARKABLE POPLAR 
ACCIDENT. 


One httle boy was killed and his younger 
brother very seriously injured by heing 
crushed beneath a massive crate of meat 
which fell on them from a passing lorry in 
Robin Hood Lane, Poplar, London, yesterday. 
The victims of the accident were Henry Mar- 
tin, aged seven, killed, and Thomas Martin, 
aged one year and nine months, injured, both 
of Grosvenor Buildings, Poplar. 

An extraordinary feature of the accident. is 
that no one was aware for some time that 
ine children, who were on their way to a 
sweet shop, were involved. The crate fell 
from the lorry on to the pavement, and the 
driver, ignorant of the accident, went to seek 
assistance to get it restored to the lorry. 

Meanwhile a crowd, which had gathered, 
were horrified to see a trickle of blood 
coming from underneath the crate. They 
made desperate efforts to raise it, but it 
proved too heavy for them. The fire brigade 
were summoned by a police officer, at Dv 
the united efforts of the firemen and the 
crowd the crate was lifted. The boy, Henry, 
was found to be dead, but his younger 
brother was alive; and was taken to Poplar 
Hospital suffering from severe head injuries. 
He was to-night reported to be as well as 
could be expected.

SITUATION IN 
AFGHANISTAN. 


DANGER OF TROUBLE 
SPREADING. 


INTRIGUES WITH THE 
FRONTIER TRIBES, 
——_ Sam 
‘rom HEUTER 4 CORRESPONDENT. 


NEW DBLHI, Sunday. 

An official communique issued to-day deal- 
ing with Afghan efforts to embroil our tron- 
tier tribes in civil war, points out that per- 
mission is in no case given to British subjects 
to cross the frontier into Afghanistan, and 
Afghan combatants seeking temporary refuge 
in India are disarmed on entry, and are re- 
quired to move back into Afghanistan within 
a reasonable time. 

The movements of ordinary Afghan traders 
and individual Afghan tribesmen are left un- 
restricted. The entry into India of high per- 
senages likely to attempt to settle in India 
as political refugees is discouraged. Despite 
the absence of a recognised Afghan Govern- 
ment, former Consular officers,trade agents and 
similar persons are permitted, as a matter of 
courtesy, to remain in India and discharge 
their normal functions, on the explicit under- 
standing that if they engage in illegitimate 
activities, particularly in intrigue with tribes 
under British control, they will be requested 
tu remove themselves to Aighanistan. 

A DIFFICULT SITUATION. —. 

Further inquiries into the Afghan situation 
indicate that the authorities are becoming in- 
creasingly disturbed by the persistent efforts 
which are being made by various factions in 
Afghanistan to draw our tribesmen into civil 
war. Firmans addressed to British Mohmands 
and Afridis, calling them to join in the fight- 
ing, have actually been seized, 

It is rumoured that something of the same 
sort has been circulating by the opposing 
faction among the Waziris and Mahsuds. 
This makeg it obvious that there is danger of 
the civil war sgreading to our sphere. 

In the circumstances, it would not be sur- 
prising if the Government resorted to drastic 
action. Reports from Quetta and Peshawar 
leave no doubt that energetic efforts are 
being made to trace the disturbing agencies. 


STRANGE AFFAIR IN 
BELFAST. 


BURGLARS IN VALUATION 
OFFICES. 

The Valuation Offices of the Ministry of 
Finance of Northern Ireland in North street, 
Belfast, were the scene of a burglary during 
the week-end. Officials who returned to duty 
on Saturday morning discovered that during 
the night the door of a typists’ room had 
been forced. The raiders found the key of 
the safe in the room, and they had apparently 
subjected the contents of the safe to a close 
and leisurely examination. 

The documents, which were not of a secret 
character, dealt with the valuation of in- 
dustrial concerns for the purposes of the 
forthcoming de-rating scheme of the Govern- 
ment, and it is difficult to understand why 
anyone should have taken the trouble to plan 
a burglary to get access to them. 

Officials at the Ministry are very reticent 
as to the affair, but it is believed that the 
man or men had secreted themselves in the 
building before the premises were closed on 
Friday night. No arrests have been made. 


THE LIMERICK MILL 
DISPUTE. 


MEN TO RESUME WORK 
TO-DAY. 


A meeting of the Dublin milling section of 
members of the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union was held yesterday to con- 
sider the position arising out of the dispute 
at Messrs. Glynn’s mills, Kilrush, where, it 
was stated, there was a proposal to abolish 
holidays and increase working hours. Messrs. 
Goodbody, Limerick, had also, it was stated, 
become involved, with the result that 350 
hands stopped work in that firm. 

The meeting was private, but the Press 
representatives were informed afterwards that 
there was information before the meeting that 
a settlement would be arrived at in the case 
of Messrs. Goodbody, and that all the hands 
would return to work to-day. 

It was decided by the meeting to support 
the men in Kilrush morally and financially. 
The union hold that the action of the Kilrush 
firm is @ breach of a national agreement. 
whereby the men get a week's holidays and 
payment for all bank holidays. 

THE SETTLEMENT. 

Our Limerick Correspondent telephoned 
last night that the milhng dispute was 
settled yesterday through the intervention of 
the Mayor, Mr. M. J. Keves. The men 
affected, numbering 350, will resume work 
this morning. In the terms of settlement 
there is a stipulation that the Limerick em- 
ployés will not be asked to handle flour for 
Kilrush, Co. Clare, where there 1s a strike at 
present. 

THE POSITION IN KILRUSH. 

At Kilrush it was stated yesterday that 
the Ministry of Industry and Commerce had 
already tendered their service as mediators 
in the strike at the local flour and meal mills, 
but so tar there seems no likelihood of the 
offer being accepted. 

Messrs. Glynn and Sons adhere to their 
position, that their industry cannot afford 
twelve days’ holidays on full pay each year 
to every member of their vention staff. Un- 
restricted foreign competition; high wages 
and a constantly declining local population, 
together with high rates, taxes and other 
levies in proportion have, in their view, 
rendered the holiday concession impossible. 
In their notice to employés on 12th March 
they say they offered their maximum conces- 
sion—St. Patrick’s Day, Christmas Day and 
St. Stephen’s Day as holidays on full pay. 

he case for the employes, as given by 
Mr. Frank Robbins, organiser for the Irish 
lransport and General Workers’ Union. is 
that in October, 1920, a national arbitration 
award was made in the flour milling industry. 
Clause 7 of this award laid down that there 
Should be ‘‘a fortnight’s holiday (twelve 
working days) each year, one week con- 
tinuous and six other days to be selected or 
determined as may be agreed upon at each 
mill. All holidays to be granted with full 
pay, or, if worked, to be paid double time.” 

MEN CALLED OUT. 

JW hen Messrs. Giynn issued their notice 
that in future they propased to allow only 
three days’ holidays instead of twelve, Mr. 
Robbins said that he tried to interview the 
firm on the subject, but did not succeed in 
inducing them to discuss it. The 29th 
March (Good Friday), being one of the recog 
nised holidays on full pay there was no 
option for the union except to call out their 
men until the firm changed their attitude. 
The skilled mill hands on the permanent 
staff, to the number of forty-three, remained 

out on Good Friday, and none of them 
os, usa gone to work.

Anfortunately for her the début was not 
a*successful one; for Reigh Count, after being 
in the lead for half a mile, was beaten at six 
furlongs, and the exact place 1 made him 
finish was eleventh. 

If it had been announced that Charlie 
Chaplin was to come into the parade ring in 
his comic boots. there would not have been 
more anxious excitement than there was 
among the crowd in the paddock waiting for 
Reigh Count to make the short journey from 
the stables to the ring. 

A DRAMATIC ENTRANCE, 

His ‘‘entrance’? was certainly an impres- 
sive one; for he came in what is best de- 
scribed as a flowing robe of bright yellow, 
edged with black, the colours, of his owner— 
a type of sheet unfamiliar in this country, 
but. ordinary in America—which hung down 
almost to his fetlocks. He came in, too, with 
a fine, jaunty air, as if he knew that he was 
topping the bill that afternoon, and that 
something was expected of him. 

tinsheeted, Reigh Count did not reveal him- 
self as anything extraordinary. What one 
ean say of him is that he is a nice horse, but 
he would not attract the slightest attention 
in a good Derby field, and he is certainly not 
our idea of a classic type, being short and 
without any great range—inclined to be a 
little cobby, in fact. 

I overheard “a 
say that he . would look well in 
a light-weight hunter class at Islington; 
hut that was libellous. What did strike one 
most about him is that he carries himself like 
a gentleman. In spite of some shortcomings, 
there is a lot to like about him, and he is a 
fine mover. 

While this paddock inspection was going 
on there were interesting happenings in the 
ring. Mr. and Mrs. Hertz and Miss Hertz 
had come from Chicago to see him run, and 
they were accompanied by a number of their 
countrymen and women. All seemed to have 
unlimited faith in his ability to win, and good 
American dollars were showered on him by 
the thousand. After the ring had made a 
few offers of eights he was at half the price 
twenty minutes before the race, and finally 
started a firm favourite at threes, Parwiz 
being the only other seriously supported. 
REIGH COUNT LEADS. 

There was a big field of twenty-five runners, 
and after some delay at the start, Reigh 
Count, badly drawn on the far side of the 
course, and Square Rock, in the middle, were 
the first. to leave the gate. It was not long 
before Reigh Count was in front clear. ‘He 
came over towards the middle of the course, 
but when they had gone half a mile others 
drew up to him. 

After they had gone less than five furlongs 
Lang, his American jockey, drew his whip, 
or what passes for a whip with him—it is 
more like a stick with flaps, as used by 
pierrots—and flourished .it in the air. Then 
Reigh Count went here, there and everywhere, 
and in his erratic course he managed to put 
a hearty bump into Guards’ Parade—R. James, 
who rode the latter, was very caustic on the 
subject. 

Soon after this he was well beaten, and 
dropped further and further back until he 
passed the post, as I have said, in the 
eleventh position. 

We must not be harsh to a visiting guest en- 
tirely unused to our courses; but it must be 
said that Lang’s jockeyship did not make a 
favourable impression. On a round course, 
such as he has heen accustomed to ride over 
at home, he might shine by tucking himself

brought him along splendidly, and I doubt 
if we have seen the best of him ybt. 

The stable had another winner earlier in 
the day, when the neat filly by. Pelops out 
of Irette, whose sire and dam Mr. Michalinos 
raced, cantered away with the Grange Selling 
Plate. No attempt was made to buy her in, 
so she went to the bid of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Cecil Clare for 610 guineas. 

The stable expected to have a third winner 
in Flash Toy, who started favourite for the 
Chiddingstone Maiden Plate, but he could not 
catch Crepuscule, the Galloper Light filly 
winning by three lenghts for the stable of 
Walter Nightingall. 

There was a tremendous market move in 
the Mapleton Plate for two-year-olds for 
Queen’s Orb, a filly.by Orb out of Scilly 
Queen, ‘trained by John Beary for Mrs. Edgar 
Wallace. From sixes she was quickly backed 
down to 5 to 2. She had been galloped a 
stone better than the Volynhia filly, who had 
beaten Peace Pact on the previous day, and 
as Peace Pact. finished a dozen lengths in 
front of Grazzia at Liverpool, the one Queen's 
Orb should have beaten was Lord Derby's 
filly. vet the latter made al] the running, and 
despite a strong challenge by Queen’s Orh, 
she hung on most gamely to beat . the 
favourite by a very short head. 

BUTTERS’ DOUBLE. 

Crrazzia was the first of a couple of winners 
trained by Frank Butters, for he won the 
succeeding race, the Four Elms Maiden Plate, 
for Mrs. Arthur James with Golden Centi- 
pede, a Golden Sun filly, who made all the 
running and beat Grand Success by three 
lengths. 

A good-looking filly hy Argosy called Briar 
Path seemed to have heen bought in cheaply 
for 220 guineas after had .won the 
Burstow Selling Handicap by two heads 
from Shilly Shally and High Spray, the 
latter of whom started favourite, but was 
left with far too much ground to make up 
in the straight. 

We are threatened with the appearance of 
the existing Derby favourite, the Aga Khan’s 
Costaki Pasha, in the Greenham Plate at 
Newbury on Friday, as Mr. R. C. Dawson 
hopes to run him, unless the ground 
is altogether too hard.

LOIS WINS GREER PLATE. 


The opening meeting of the season at the 
Phenix Park, favoured by genial weather, 
roved a very enjoyable outing for a fairly 
pin crowd. As usual, two-year-old races 
were the feature of the fixture, und that 
there is no scarcity of first season horses 
in the country was made evident by the 
exceptionally large fields. In fact, there 
were plenty of runners for all\the races, a 
total of seventy-four “horses competing In 
the six events. The Greer Plate; .the chief 
two-year-old event, provided a very fine race, 
and was won by Lois, a daughter of Louvois, 
the property of Mr. 1, K. Laidlaw, one of 
the staunchest supporters “óf Irish racing, 
who, though a stranger to the country some 
years’ back, has been a thick and thin patron 
of the sport, whether the times were good or 
bad. 
A CONSISTENT PERFORMER,” 

There are few more dependable horses in 
training than Mr. M. ‘Axnott’s Sun Flame, 
and, whether the race is on the flat or over 
hurdles, he can: always be “relied upon to 
finish in the vicity of the winner. At Bal- 
doyle on New Year's Day he won a hurdle 
race, and on Saturday. the mile handicap 
fell an easy prey’ to him, After indulging 
Shanford with the lead for about three- 
quarters oí the journey, Sun Flame drew out 
in the. last couple of farlongs to store at 
leisure. He ran eleven times last season, 
won four races, and only on one occasion 
failed to finish in the first three, and, as 
stated, he also captured a hurdle race at 
Baldoyle at the opening of this season. 
SOME GIFT’S SECOND WIN, 

The Ashtown Plate, the first of the two 
vear-old races on the card, brought out a 
field of “eight runners, which included the 
Mallow winner, Some Gift, and also Equality, 
who had hunted Cons Water home at 
Baldoyle. It. will be remembered that 
Equality seemed to lose the Baldoyle race 
through swerving at the closing stage. It 
was so again on this occasion, for just as 
the daughter of Athlone looked like getting 
on terms with Some Gift, she bore away to 
the left, and, despite all the .efforts of M. 
Wing to get her on a straight course, she 
suffered defeat by a matter of a length. 
Some Gift thus has so far an unbeaten certi- 
ficate, and few will begrudge John Doyle 
the turn of luck which this smart youngster 
has brought his way. 

MR. LAIDLAW'S COLOURS IN FRONT. 

One generally looks for the best 
class of two-year-olds in a race such 
as the Greer Plate, which is the first 
of the series of the important 
two-year-old events which feature 
Phenix Park meetings throughout the season. 
Of the fourteen runners the big majority 
were making a/ first acquaintance with a 
racecourse. The Abbot’s Trace colt named 
Sly Abbot came with a big reputation and 
was always a pronounced favourite, odds 
being laid on his chance for a considerable 
time, while of the others the only one 
seriously considered to hold a chance was 
Mr. T. ‘K. Laidlaw’s Lois. Sly Abbot ran 
in very disappointing style, being well beaten 
a long way trom home, but Lois, on the 
other hand, well confirmed the estimate of 
his trainer, Mr. James Daly, and stayjng on 
better than Mr. Siocock’s Soldennis gelding 
scored a clever win. It was a popular 
victory. Mr. Laidjaw and his daughter have 
a aig number of horses in training, including. 
of course, many high-class steeplechasers 
Greszalach, this year’s Grand National winner, 
was once his property, but was sold. as he 
thought Grakie a better horse. 

ETHEL’S TREASURE MAKES AMENDS. 

The biggest field of the afternoon turned 
out. for the Arklow Plate, which was for 
maidens, and it was won in very convincing 
style by Mrs. D. Frames’ three-year-old, 
Bray Beau, who was in front from start to 
fiinsh. People who had been at Naas 
Meeting a week previously should not have 
had any difficulty in selecting a likely 
winner of the Artane Plate, for it was quite 
evident there that Ethel’s Treasure was dis- 
tinetly unlucky not to have beaten Galumph. 
Despite the obvious chance Mr. Slocock’s 
filly possessed, very remunerative odds were 
offered against her, Bell Toll, the property 
of Mr. C. F. Myerscough, being always a 
strong favourite. The latter never flattered 
in the race, but Ethel’s Treasure was always 
prominent, and after leading for virtually the 
full journey she won in ready style. The

THE OUTLOOK.

STEEL IMPORTS FALL. 

The marked decrease in the imports of iron 
and steel last month into the Tees-side dis- 
trict is a sure sign of the improving con- 
ditions of the British iron and steel industry. 
These amounted-to only 15,128 tons, as com- 
pared with 16,812 tons for March last year. 
The decrease in semi-finished materials is over 
5,000 tons, while in pig-iron only 72 tons 
were received from abroad.

PALM OIL CHEAPER.

LIVERPOUL, Saturday. 

Markets resumed after the holiday with 
an easier trend, and remained so for the 
rest of the week. Prices are lower all round, 
while business has been of a spasmodic char- 
acter, In palm oils softs on the spot can be 
bought fully Ws. per ton cheaper than was 
the case before the holiday, , while Lagos 
has eased a similar figure. For the first-

Thurs- 
day week. For distant shipment material 
£36 is asked, but without leading to any 
business. Hards mear at hand offer at 
£36 10s., though anything near to this would 
not be turned down. For Sherbros near at 
hand £35 5s. is asked, with buyers at any- 
thing less. Following are spot quotations :— 
Lagos £35, Sherbros £36, Opobo £34 10s., 
Benin £36, and Niger £37. 

Palm kernels have also moved in buyers’ 
fayour, yet even at the easier levels the 
amount of business done has not been over 
large. To this port down to £18 5s. has 
been accepted for May-June delivery, which 
figure has also been paid for April-May ship- 
ment. A week ago the latter position 
changed at £18 12s. 6d. 

Hull consumers have not shown much in- 
terest in the market, and for the most part 
values are nominal. For March-April and 
April-May shipment £18 5s. would be taken 
as against £18 10s. before the holiday. The 
Northern Continent has been somewhat in- 
terested early on, paying £18 3s. 9d. for 
May-June shipment, but since 7s. 6d, less 
has been accepted for this position, also 
March-April and June-July shipment, 
Statistics show that during March 9,748 tons 
uf kernels were imported into the United 
Kingdom, compared with 15,9635 tons in the 
corresponding month of last year.
